he Havens family enjoys 
hunting together across 
the generations and 
ribbing the younger gen- 
eration about how times 
have changed in the hunting blind. 

“I grew up freezing,” said Ben 
Havens, teasing his sons, niece and 
nephew recently, who now hunt 
with him and their grandfather, 
Steve Havens, “and now we have 


iPads and Little Buddy Heaters and 
Toasty Toes.” 

“This new generation, they’re 
pretty pampered,” Steve Havens 
agreed, as his grandchildren 
laughed and nodded. 

The gadgets the younger gen- 
eration are allowed to bring into the 
ground blinds and tree stands that the 
Havens family uses to hunt deer may 
be new, but the tradition of hunting 
together as a family has remained the 
same over multiple generations. 

Three generations of the Havens 


family hunt together, both in Fayette 
County near where they live in the 
Washington Court House area, andin 
Vinton County in southeastern Ohio. 

Multigenerational families will be 
among the hunters pulling on long 
underwear and camouflage cloth- 
ing, shouldering their guns and 
heading out Monday, when Ohio’s 
deer- gun season opens. The season 
runs through Sunday, with a bonus 
weekend Dec. 16-17.
